HE record of 44.23 lbs. butter trom 861.6 Ibs. milk, 
T recently reported for Tranquility Sadie Vale Wayne, 

No. 380080, owned by Albert Winter of Mahwin 
Farms, Mahwah, N. J., is the largest butter record to be 
reported in the seven-day division since 1918, beating the 
44-lb. record of Bess Johanna Ormsby, reported last year 
by the scant margin of .05 lbs. butter. She is also just 
ahead of the first 44-lb. cow, K. P. Pontiac Lass, and her 
record ranks seventh in the United States and eighth in 
the World. The notification card recently sent out by 
Supt. Gardner and published in the World a week or two 
ago gives her figures as 43.98 lbs. butter from 883.2 lbs. 
milk. Her owners now announce that she continued to 
gain on her test after this record was announced, with 
only a slight falling off on milk production, until her 
figures were as stated above. Her 30-day figures are given 
as 3607.1 lbs. milk, 175.34 lbs. butter, these records stand- 
ing third in the U. S. for butter and fourth for milk. The 
present American record in this division ‘is held by 
Hester Aaltje Korndyke with 178.6 Ibs. 

This record is even more sensational when taken in 
connection with her last year’s figures. She freshened on 
December 25, 1922 and made a 7-day record of 41.67 Ibs. 
butter from 727.3 lbs. milk and 163.6 lbs. butter from 3166.7 
Ibs. milk in 30 days. She was milked four times a day 
on semi-official test, until about the first of May, produc- 
ing nearly 15,000 lbs. milk in five months, according to 
her owner’s figures. For the remainder of her lactation 
period, she was milked three time a day and was dried off 
early in October, producing well over 20,000 Ibs. milk. She 
freshened again on January 3, 1924, making the record 
given above. 

She thus becomes the only cow with two records 
above 41 lbs., the two averaging higher than the best two 
7-day records of any other cow. She is also the only 
cow to make two 40-lb. records in successive lactations 
She is the only cow with two 30-day records above 160 
lbs. butter and the average of these two records is 
likewise a world’s record. Her latest 30-day record rank- 


ing fourth in the world for butter and fifth for milk con- 


stitute a new world’s record for milk and butter combined. 
In addition to her two 40-lb. records, which were made at 
the ages of 6 and 7 years respectively, she also has 32.46 
lbs. butter from 699.7 lbs. milk, as a five-year-old; 24.74 
lbs. butter from 461 lbs. milk as a senior three-year-old; 
and 20.67 lbs. butter from 420.5 lbs. milk as a senior two- 
year-old. It will be seen that her gain has been consistent 
for both milk and butter each time she freshened. 


She was bred by Arthur Danks, Manager of Allamuchy 
and Tranquillity Farms and was born the property of 
Tranquillity Farms, where she made her first three rec- 
ords. She was purchased as a 32-lb. cow by Mr. Winter 
and made her two 40-lb. records under the care of Mr. 
Winter’s herdsman, Bernard Willis. 


It might be interesting to consider the ration upon 
which the 44-lb. record was made. For the three months 
that she was dry, preceding her latest freshening, she was 
fed a fitting ration, consisting of 100 lbs. of bran, 200 Ibs. 
of hominy, 100 lbs. ground oats, 100 Ibs. oj] meal, 4 lbs. 
charcoal, 4 lbs. salt, with dried beet pulp and good ordi- 
nary hay. Her test ration consisted of the following: 


200 lbs. Bran 
100 lbs. Larro 
100 lbs. Distillers’ Grains 
100 lbs. Oil Meal 
100 Ibs. Cottonseed Meal 
100 lbs. Gluten 
100 Ibs. Ground Oats 

8 Ibs. Salt 

8 lbs. Charcoal 

12 Ibs. Alfalfa Hay per day 
12 lbs. Dry Beet Pulp per day 


The new 44-lb. cow is a daughter of King of the Sadie 
Vales, who completes the only three-generation group of 
sires, each with a 40-lb. daughter. King of the Sadie 
Vales is a 38-lb. son of King Korndyke Sadie Vale, his 
grandam on both sides being the 41-lb. cow, Sadie Vale 
Concordia 4th, a daughter of the first 30-lb. cow. 

The dam is a 22.8-lb. junior two-year-old daughter of 
the century sire, Korndyke Abbekerk, who is a well known 
sire of producers and show ring winners. She thus traces 
on both sides close up to Pontiac Korndyke and Henger- 
veld De Kol, and on her sire’s side to King Segis and 
twice to Sadie Vale Concordia. De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 
3d appears three times in the fifth generation, along with 
Aaggie Grace 2d’s Pietertje, Korndyke Queen De Kol (best 
daughter of Belle Korndyke), and Princess of Wayne 7th’s 
Beryl—another great family line. 

She has four promising sons, the two oldest being 
owned at Tranquillity Farms and the two youngest by 
Mr. Winter. Her three youngest sons are all sired by King 
of the Johanna Lads, former herd sire at Allamuchy and 
Tranquillity Farms, and now head of Mr. Winter’s herd. 
He is a good proven son of Colantha Johanna Lad from a 
30-lb. dam and is a full brother to the famous Dutch- 
land Colantha Sir Inka. Her oldest son is sired by King 
of the Ormsbys. 

We are told that this great cow is to be run on semi- 
official test probably in the ten months’ division. She 
is without question one of the great cows of the breed. 
Her picture, published on the cover this week, gives some 
idea of her splendid individuality. While not a tremen- 
dously heavy cow, she is of good weight, weighing about 
1800 lbs. when heavy with calf, and with lots of dairy 
quality. She is only 7 years old and barring accident, 
has many more years ahead of her, in which she will un- 
doubtedly give a good account of herself.

for the benefit of the man who thinks that definition 
unnecessary, and I put in the definition for the man who 
thinks a Century sire is a bull that is 100 years old. I 
have met both men recently.) 

Now I can tell this story. 

“Will the gentleman in the front row kindly tell me 
how many Century sires there are living today.” 

The Gentleman says ‘‘Two.” 

He is correct, and if you will take any history of Hol- 
steins not printed later than February 25, 1924, you will 
find that for every 20,000 Holsteins sires that have been 
registered in the United States, ONE has become a Cen- 
tury sire. 

The fellow who crosses a railroad track without look- 
ing often, laughs away the fears of his wife by remark- 
ing “There isn’t a train coming once in a hundred times.” 

If that fellow learns that a Century sire only happens 
once in 20,000 times, he probably will remark “Aw. There 
ain’t no such animal.” 

3ack in 1910, there had never been but two Century 
sires. In 1920 there had been but 17. In other words 
hens’ teeth are quite common compared with Century 
sires. 

So I say ‘“Behoid” when I announce a new one, and 
if I meekly add that this latest one has another hundred 
daughters yet to freshen you will forgive me for the 
“Behold.” 


A “CENTURY SIRE” is, of course, a bull with 100 of- 


Who are some of the Century sires? 

Colantha Johanna Lad, De Kol 2nds Butter Boy 3rd, 
Hengerveld De Kol, King of the Pontiacs, Pontiac Korn- 
dyke,—Sure. You remember—Who could forget? The 
grand old sires that have made our breed famous. Dead? 
Yep. All Dead. No—But all. There are two Century 
sires living today—and the one who has just become 
a Century sire is Matador Segis Walker. 

Now I’ve taken a lot of space to say very little, so I 
will now say as much:as possible in the next 29 words. 

During the first five years of Matador’s life he aver- 
aged 10 daughters a year. During the last four years of 
his life he has averaged 44 daughters a year. 


I have now told the story of the life of Matador Segis 
Walker, so far as his opportunities are concerned. He 
was born in 1913, and he had ten daughters at the end 
of 1916, but during the season of 1921-1922, 99 daugh- 
ters were born. 

Matador himself was born in 1913. He was used once 
in a while when no other bull was available until 1918 
when his first daughters completed records. From then 
on he was used more and more and more. 

Let us forget that Matador is a Century sire for the 
moment and suppose that (like many another bull) he 
had been butchered in 1915. That being the case he would 
have had but six daughters. Let us first compare these 
six with their dams, and we must use 7-day records since 
none of the dams had year records.

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Along the Line of One’s Special Talent 


A Privileged Communication That Has to Do With the Authors of Holstein-Friesian 
Foundations and Incidentally With the Book Itself 
By E. M. HASTINGS 


HAT constitutes success? This question came up 
W for discussion during consideration of another 

topic when the group leader, a woman of varied 
accomplishments and intellectual force—herself the evi- 
dent embodiment of success—mentioned that in her years 
of association with college students she had found that 
the average young man of ambitious, forward-looking in- 
clination thinks of success only in terms of money. To 
be a money-maker is to be successful; the larger the 
monetary return the greater the degree of success, in the 
estimation of these college boys. At this point a man of 
the party—a business man—ventured the surmise that 
the student’s ambition was centered on money not for 
its own sake but as a means of worth-while accomplish- 
ment, in other words, as a means to attaining the real 
success. Then the question with which this paragraph 
begins, and a request that the lady give us her definition. 
She said. “I don’t know that I can readily put it into exact 
words. I believe that every person is naturally qualified 
for some particular work that will prove of benefit to the 
world. It seems to me that the highest success can be 
achieved only by the employment of one’s special gift in 
the doing of the world’s work.” 

Right here it may be proper for me to invoke immu- 
nity from editorial criticism or censorship under the terms 
of an implied understanding dating back to the spring 
of 1918 when a journey abroad seemed to make it ex- 
pedient that I close out my Holstein holdings including 
my interest in the Black and White Record. It was as- 
sumed that in the event of my return the freedom of the 
press would be accorded me whenever I had anything to 
say to the readers of the Record. It was during my ab- 
sence that a merger of the Record and the World was 
effected—advantageous alike to the publishers and the 
public—and when I came back the winter following I 
was assured that the latch-string of the World was mine 
to pull. With this explanation it will be clear that the 
editor of the World is not to be held responsible if I 
choose to say a word about the Prescott brothers in my 
comment on their book Holstein-Friesian Foundations. 
In this connection I ought to say that this is a voluntary 
contribution and is, therefore, written without the sug- 
gestion of any member of the World staff. 

Now, having submitted the proposition that the high- 
est success can be achieved only by the employment of 
one’s special gifts in doing the work for which he is 
best qualified and having fixed responsibility for what- 
ever may be said in this article, it may be proper to 
speak with a degree of freedom concerning the authors 
of Holstein-Friesian Foundations and their special fitness 
for producing a work of this kind. 

It may not be generally known that Maurice and Wil- 
liam Prescott acquired as youngsters by actual owner- 
ship an active interest in the Black and White breed. At 
an age when most children are thinking only of toys and 
games each became the proprietor of an extensive herd 
and while still in the primary department in school they 
were operating on a large scale as traders and dealers 
in the best animals of the breed. Their holdings included 
from time to time, such famous animals as Pietertje 2nd, 
Clothilde, Mercedes, De Kol 2nd, Zozo and Pauline Paul, 
and such distinguished sires as Netherland Prince, Milla’s 
Pietertje Netherland, Sir Henry of Maplewood, Billy 
Boelyn and others of the leading foundation bulls. They 
traded back and forth, each with discriminating regard 
for the particular requirements of his herd; and so it 
might happen that “Bill’ when it became necessary to 
add to his milk supply to meet the demands of a greatly 
increased trade, would swap Netherland Hengerveld for 
a dozen cows of ordinary reputation but of undoubted ca- 
pacity to produce, while Maurice would welcome the ad- 
dition of so distinguished a matron to his select line of 
foundation cows. One of the brothers might conceive an 
ambition to build up a show herd while the other would 
be interested in specializing on blood-lines, and further 
trades would follow as the result of these differing aims. 

The reader must not suppose that I am dealing in imag- 
inary history. These were bona-fide transactions and as 


such commanded the earnest and serious attention of the 
youthful breeders. It is true that the various animals 
comprising the two herds were animals on paper merely, 
each outfit consisting of a collection of pictures cut out 
of catalogs and farm periodicals; but they were real 
enough to their juvenile owners each of whom took his 
responsibilities as seriously as the conscientious breed- 
er whose charges actually occupied stable room and by 
their records contributed to the making of Holstein 
history. 

Maurice and William never allowed anything to inter- 
fere greatly with their Holstein activities. The years of 
high school and college were somehow sandwiched in 
between their more or less continuous efforts in pedigree- 
making and Holstein journalism. Maurice, during his brief 
stay at Cornell, became a contributor to the Holstein-Fries- 
ian World, producing a series of articles dealing with 
some of the foundation families—a series that introduced 
a new element in current Holstein literature and that 
proved of special interest to the many new owners who were 
then just commencing to get acquainted with the Black 
and White breed. A little later as one of the editors of 
the eastern edition of the World and subsequently as edi- 
tor of the Black and White Record he continued to ac- 
quire experience in his chosen field—incidentally assist- 
ing in the development of a herd of cattle and in the 
carrying on of a pedigree and sale organization, in all of 
which he was financially interested. 

Maurice was a full-fledged editor and publisher while 
his elder brother, William, with occasional leaves of ab- 
sence from the office, was attaining his degree in Cor- 
nell, working his way through. During these years “Bill” 
wrote extensively on Holstein topics and later published 
in the Record an interesting history of the Holstein breed. 
The World War temporarily (that is to say, for about two 
years) interrupted Bill’s Holstein efforts but, with him 
the winning of a citation “for exceptional heroism rescu- 
ing the wounded under heavy fire from the enemy” was 
only an incident and when the fuss was over he was soon 
back in his accustomed vocation working with the will 
to prove that the pen is mightier than the sword—in re- 
ality that the desk is more effective than the dugout as 
agency for civilization and progress. 

It was characteristic of Maurice that his wedding trip 
should have been routed in the direction of Portland, 
Maine, where it happened that a large farm and herd of 
cattle were awaiting inspection. Both brothers have 
traveled widely in their quest of Holstein information. 
Much of their knowledge of the breed has been acquired 
first-handed and as the result of personal observation. 

Thus, in merest outline may be suggested some of the 
special qualifications entering into the authorship of Hol- 
stein-Friesian Foundations. Concerning the book itself 
so much has been written and so many interesting things 
have been pointed out that I will take the space to men- 
tion only one feature that seems to me especially valu- 
able. When I first commenced to learn something about 
Holsteins the most ready sources of information concern- 
ing the great animals of the breed were found in the cata- 
logs published by such progressive breeders as Smiths 
& Powell, Henry Stevens & Sons, Gerritt Miller, T. G. 
Yeomans & Sons, D. F. Wilber and other distinguished 
pioneers who dared seek out new paths and who were 
not afraid to help blaze the way toward fields of greater 
opportunity. These catalogs were unique and interesting, 
exploiting as they did a comparatively unknown industry 
and one then in its infancy in this country. They were 
illustrated by cuts of varying merit, embodying the best 
attempts of the artists of that day, some of whom were 
evidently not too familiar with the correct proportions 
of a typical Holstein animal or a dairy animal of any 
breed. The picture of old Empress emphasizes straight- 
ness of top-line, depth of body and capacity of udder, but 
somehow, it cannot be imagined that any cow ever looked 
quite like the animal shown in the engraving. Inka was 
better done, her picture being, I believe, the work of the 
artist, Hills. This is the cow that Henry Stevens some-

State Champion Comes Back 


Dora Riverside Colantha 607867 last 
year took the Michigan record for 30 
days’ butter production in the senior 
two-year-old class and ranked second 
for the year on her 7-day record. Her 
figures were 28.91 Ibs. butter, 628.8 
lbs. milk in 7 days, the milk record 
being a state record, and in 30 days 
114.81 Ibs. butter, 2,438.0 lbs. milk. 
She has now come back as a senior 
three-year-old with 31.90 lbs. butter, 
582.2 lbs. milk in 7 days, and is mak- 
ing a splendid run on yearly test. 
Her sire, Sir Rag Apple Colantha, 


carries three close crosses of Colan- 


tha Johanna Lad and is getting a 
spiendid lot of high record daughters 
in the herd at Serradella Farm, Os- 
coda, Michigan, where this young cow 
has been developed. 


A Daughter of a Champion 


K. 5. V. Melba of Sunnyside 642119, 
is a worthy daughter of a_ world’s 
champion dam. Her figures, at 3 
years, 2 months, recently completed, 
are 31.79 lbs. butter, 531.1 lbs. milk 
in 7 days. She is going nicely on long- 
time test. Her dam is none other 
than S. K. V. P. Melba of Sunnyside, 
the world’s champion four-year-old in 
ten months’ test for milk and butter 
and the American champion over all 
ages for butter in this division. She 
comes of a wonderful family on the 
dam’s side, representing three direct 
30-lb. generations headed by _ the 
grand old cow, Melba Hengerveld, 
with 1152 lbs. butter in a year as an 
11-year-old. A full sister of the dam 
of this heifer recently made 39.6 lbs. 
in 7 days and the family is one of 
the best known in California. This 
heifer is sired by King Sadie Vale 
Idyl Segis, whose daughters likewise 
are doing splendid work. She is 
owned by M. P. Christensen, Norwalk, 
California. 
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Bull Sales Increase 


PLEASING development of recent weeks is the 

marked increase in the sales of desirable young 

bulls through advertising which breeders from all 
sections of the country are reporting. The depressed con- 
dition of the market during the past two years in con- 
nection with the high cost of feed has resulted in the 
vealing of the less desirable bull calves. This means that 
in general the young bulls offered represent the real 
cream of the breed. Breeders, in many instances, have 
postponed buying new herd sires because of financial 
conditions. The net result has been a depreciation in 
bull values out of all proportion and the time seems now 
to have arrived when large numbers of: these breeders 
who have been postponing the evil day in the matter of 
bull purchases have reached a point in their herd devel- 
opment where the new bull must be bought. A further 
helpful factor in the situation is the educational work in 
behalf of better sires that so many organizations are now 
concentrating upon. This is also doubtless responsib!e 
for a share of the increase and demand which certainly 
is here. 

There has never been an over-production of really de- 
sirable bulls in proportion to the actual needs of the in- 
dustry. In many cases, however, they have been moving 
slowly and at sacrifice prices because of a subnormal de- 
mand; that demand seems now to be assuming some- 
thing like normal proportions. Indications are that bull 
prices will be higher, as they ought to be. The breeder 
who expects to purchase a bull within the next six months 
would do well to buy him soon. 


For a Dairy Bureau 


OTEWORTHY for its brevity is the bill introduced 

February 19, in the House by Chairman Haugen of 

the Committee on Agriculture to establish a Dairy 
3ureau in the Department of Agriculture. Following is 
the text of the bill: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America in Congress as- 
sembled, That there is hereby established in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture a bureau to be known as the Bureau 
of Dairying. 

Sec. 2. That a Chief of the Bureau of Dairying shall be 

appointed by the Secretary of Agriculture, who shall be 
subject to the general direction of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture. He shall devote his time to the investigation of 
the dairy industry, and the dissemination of information 
for the promotion of the dairy industry. 

Sec. 3. For the purpose of enabling the Secretary of 
Agriculture and the Chief of the Bureau of Dairying to 
carry out the purposes of this Act, the Secretary of Agri- 
culture is hereby authorized to transfer to the Bureau of 
Dairying such activities of the Department of Agricul- 
ture as he may designate which relate primarily to the 
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dairy industry, and to employ such additional persons in 


the city of Washington and elsewhere, as may be 
necessary. 
Sec. 4. For the purpose of carrying out the provisions 


of this Act and the activities of the Bureau of Dairying, 

such sums of money as Congress may deem necessary are 

hereby authorized to be appropriated, in addition to such 
sums provided for in the Agricultural Appropriation Act 

for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1925. 

Sec. 5. That this Act shall be in full force and effect 

on and after July 1, 1924. 

The agricultural organizations of this country are 
practically a unit of support of this measure. In fact, it 
was made the first item on the program of the newly 
organized American Dairy Federation, of which Governor 
Lowden is the president. Certainly the importance of 
dairying and its place in the national life today demands 
the recognition and the improved service that would be 
possible if its affairs were handled as a separate bureau 
rather than as a division in the Bureau of Animal in- 
dustry. While a multiplication of bureaus and of goy- 
ernment employees, as a general proposition, is undesir- 
able and is not in accord with the present trend of pub- 
lic policy, the need in this instance is real and should 
receive favorable and prompt attention from this Congress. 


Sound Doctrine 


OHN LETHAM, one of America’s greatest practical 

authorities on live stock conditions (especially beef 

cattle and Hereford cattle in particular), lately said out 
of the richness of a lifetime of experience, “So few breed- 
ers can keep their heads in the boom or hold their nerve 
throughout a depression. The few that do invariably be- 
come rich.” The great truth of that statement wiil be 
appreciated by everyone whose experience with live stock 
has been long enough to extend over and through several 
cycles of fluctuating prices. Yet because the condition is 
one based primarily upon the vagaries of human nature, 
and because human nature changes slowly, if at all, we 
may confidently expect the same booms and depressions 
in live stock prices in the future that we have had in 
the past, and in approximately the same time cycles. 
There is this fact to be taken into consideration, however, 
in respect to registered cattle through periods of price 
fluctuation. Every so-called boom period develops thou- 
sands of new owners of registered herds, and not all of 
the increased number lose their nerve entirely and sell 
out during the succeeding period of depression. What ac- 
tually happens is that a certain number of new breeders 
do some real thinking during the times their investments 
in registered cattle are shrinking and finally acquire the 
true live stock view point that makes them constructive 
breeders, so that the end of every live stock depression 
finds us with an increased number of seasoned breeders 
to carry on the great work of live stock improvement. 
Probably no seasoned breeder of registered cattle wants 
boom prices for he knows they will be followed inevitably 
by low prices and that from the financial standpoint, any

AMERICAN DAIRY FEDERATION 
COMPLETES ORGANIZATION 


Announcement is made that the or- 
ganization of the American Dairy Fed- 
eration has been completed by the 
selection by the Executive Committee 
of A. M. Loomis, Washington, D. C., 
as Secretary. Mr. Loomis is Secre- 
tary of the National Dairy Union, and 
has been for five years past Assistant 
to Dr. T. C. Atkeson, the Washington 
Representative of the National 
Grange. 

The American Dairy Federation is 
a council recently organized to repre- 
sent in a general national way all the 
larger units and national organiza- 
tions in the dairy industry. Its mem- 
bership already includes twenty dif- 
ferent national organizations, includ- 
ing the National Federation of Co- 
operative Milk Producers, the Inter- 
national Milk Dealers, the American 
Creamery Buttermakers’ Association, 
the National Association of Dairy 
Machinery Manufacturers, the Na- 
tional Ice Cream Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, the Mational Dairy Asso- 
ciation, the National Dairy Council, 
all the national dairy breeders’ asso- 
ciations, and others. Hon. Frank O. 
Lowden, former Governor of Illinois, 
and President of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association, is President. E. M. 
Bailey of Pittsburgh, former Presi- 
dent of the International Milk Deal- 
ers Association, is chairman of an 
Executive Committee of seven. 

The initial activities of the Federa- 
tion will be to oppose all efforts to 
reduce tariff rates on dairy products 
and vegetable oils, and to secure the 
raising of the Dairy Division of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry in the De- 
partment of Agriculture, to the full 
rank of a bureau in that department. 
In a hearing before the House Com- 
mittee on Agriculture February 14, 
representatives of the Federation 
pointed out that this industry now 
produces two an a half billion 
dollars worth of dairy products for 
the dairy farmers of the United 
States, which when they reach con- 
sumption cost consumers about four 
billion dollars. There are more than 
twenty-four million dairy cows in the 
United States, and all interests de- 
pendent on the products of these 
cattle to the last analysis have unani- 
mously approved the request for the 
establishment of a Bureau of Dairy 
Industry. 

The office of the Secretary will re- 
main in Washington, D. C.

HAEGER HOLDS TWO TRUE TYPE 
DEMONSTRATIONS 


Two interesting and _ instructive 
demonstrations were conducted _re- 
cently by Robert E. Haeger, of the 
Committee on Type, assisted by a 
member of the Extension Service of 
The Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. 

The first demonstration was held 
at Denver, Colorado, in connection 
with the National Western Livestock 
Show. Some very high type animals 
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were exhibited at this Show, and it 
is safe to say that one does not often 
see as much uniformity and quality 
as was shown by the Colorado breed. 
ers. 

The True Type models had been 
on display all week and were the ob. 
ject of much discussion. The demon. 
stration was quite appropriate imme. 
diately following the judging. Mr. 
Haeger ably conducted the demon. 
stration, using Zwingara Segis (Clo- 
thilde, 251153, who is owned by the 
Modern Woodman Sanitarium, Wood. 
men, Colo. This cow was made Grand 
Champion of the show. In many ways 
she compared favorably with the True 
Type models, and according to Mr. 
Haeger, she is one of the outstand- 
ing show cows of the year. 

Two hundred people’ gathered 
around Mr. Haeger for his demonstra- 
tion, and many questions followed his 
talk from the rank and file of the 
breeders. 

The second demonstration was held 
at Wichita, Kansas, in connection 
with the Wichita Livestock Show, 
and was given just before the Hol- 
stein sale. Naturally the Grand 
Champion cow was brought into use 
again, and it was found to be Zwin- 
gara Segis Clothilde, who also won 
highest laurels at the Kansas Show 
as well as at Denver, being outstand- 
ing for first place and Grand Cham- 
pion. One hundred and seventy-five 
men and women witnessed this dem- 
onstration, and the interest was so 
great that questions followed for at 
least an hour on the subject of Hol- 
stein type.

Jacoba Hartog and 
Mooie as shown in the literature of 
the Unadilla Valley Stock Breeders’ 
Association present a more _ artistic 
appearance but neither is convincing.

ordinary dams, he would have 6¢ 
daughters that average nearly 29 Ibs. 
in 7 days and 5 that average over 
1100 Ibs. in a year. 

But as a matter of fact. Matador’s 
real life—his real opportunity did not 
begin until 1918, and the daughters 
born in 1919 (the first of which are 
just to reach mature age). have dem- 
onstrated the advantage they hold 
from the higher record dams. 

Only a few of these have had an 
opportunity on year test for in 1921 
it was decided to discontinue testing 
two-year-olds, at Carnation Farms. 
but one of the oldest of these made 
a two-year-old record of 834 pounds of 
butter and 21,228 pounds of milk be- 
for this ruling came into effect. 

In the 1919 group is the 24-pound 
two-year-old, Carnation Matador 
Maiden, the 27-pound three-vear-old, 
Carnation Matador Queen (well-known 
in the show ring), the 30-pound three- 
year-old, Carnation Matador Duchess, 
and the 23-pound two-year-old.

The December reports show that

that as a result of the associations 
and community interest plan 475 
purebred bulls were placed on dairy 
farms during -the year.

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had the highest herd average in the 
state, the herd of George Mohrman, 
consisting of ten grade Holsteins, av- 
eraging 57.8 lbs. fat, 1,561 lbs. milk.

California leads both as to numbers 
and averages, 25,352 cows being test- 
ed in 659 herds showing an average 
of 29.26 Ibs. fat, 3877 of the total num- 
ber being 40-lb. cows. The highest 
individual association in this division 
was Orange County, California, asso- 
ciation, 1072 cows averaging 34.3 lbs. 
fat, 852 Ibs. milk, with 309 over 40 Ibs. 
fat. The purebred Holstein, Nudine, 
owned by the Modern Woodmen San- 
atorium, Woodmen, Colorado, topped 
the list of forty-six association lead- 
ers in nine states with a production 
of 121.4 lbs. fat, 2,823 lbs. milk. Nu- 
dine is followed by another purebred 
Holstein owned by F. F. Pellissier, of 


Whittier, California, with 116.4 Ibs. 
fat, 3,063 lbs. milk. Thirty-five of the 
forty-six association leaders were 
purebred or grade Holsteins, five 


were Jerseys, two each were Guern- 
seys and Brown Swiss, and one mix- 
ed. In the classification of herds of 
fifteen cows and under, the purebred 
Holstein herd of George T. Sinton, 
Colorado Springs, Colorado, heads the 
long list with an average production 
of 61.2 Ibs. fat, 1,467 lbs. milk. Twen- 
ty-nine of the fifty associations re- 
porting were led by purebred or grade 
Holstein herds, seven by Jerseys, 5 
by Guernseys, 3 by mixed herds, and 
one each by Ayrshires and Brown 
Swiss. In the classification of herds 
of fifteen cows or over, the herd of 
twenty-three purebred Holsteins own- 
ed by F. Pellissier, of Whittier, Cal- 
ifornia, led with an average produc- 
tion of 50.7 Ibs. fat, 1,388 Ibs. milk. 
Of the forty-seven associations re- 
porting high herds of fifteen cows 
and over, twenty-three were Hol- 
steins, ten Jerseys, two each Guern- 
sey and Shorthorn, one Ayrshire and 
the remainder mixed herds.
